Guns Protect 
Panama Canal 


Battery Of Powerful Weapons Fire 
With Precision Of Rifle 


A battery of 14-inch railway guns 
capable of scoring hits on moving ves- 
sels twenty-five miles away, held to 
be the most powerful artillery yet de- 
veloped for American armed forces, 
has been added to the defence of the 
Panama Canal, it is learned, supple- 
menting the fixed 16-inch guns there. 
They are so mounted that they may 
be hauled from one side of the isth- 
mus to the other, set up and made 
ready for firing within six hours. 

Heretofore, the 14-inch guns at the 
canal have not been movable. 

Outranging the longest 16-inch bat- 
tleship guns in the world by six miles, 
the new railway gun fires with the 
precision of a rifle. In recent practice, 
out of cleven shots fired, the battery 
scored a hit on the forward turret of 
a moving target the size of the bat- 
tleship California twenty-three and a 
half miles away. 

A development of the 1920 Army 
gun and the old Navy 14-inch railway 
gun that was used in France during 
the world war, the new piece of ar- 
tillery weighs 730,000 pounds with 
carriage, has a maximum range of 
47,000 yards, with an initial velocity 
of 3,000 feet a second, and a maxi- 
mum elevation of fifty degrees, as 
compared with about twenty-seven 
degrees in the old gun. The new gun 
traverses without moving its car- 
riage, whereas the old pieces had to 
be mounted on a curved track and 
swung around in order to change di- 
rection. 

Using a projectile weighing 1200 
pounds, it costs $700 every time one 
of these giants is fired, Built in the 
carriage is a power plant, consisting 
of a 25-horsepower engine directly 
coupled to a fifty kilowatt generator, 
which furnishes power for motors 
that raise and lower the mount. 


Has No Fear Of North 
Alex Milne Ready To Take Perilous 
Air Trip 
Fear of the North has no part in 
the make-up of little Alex. Milne, air- 
plane mechanic, who was marooned 
on the north shore of Canada for two 
months with the MacAlpine party two 
years ago. The quiet engineer has 
agreed to a tentative offer to accom- 
pany Capt. James Slaughter, noted 
United States navigator, on his pro- 
posed flight across the top of the 

world. 

Definite arrangements have not yet 
been completed for Capt. Slaughter's 
proposed Omaha-Tokyo flight, via the 
North Pole, but Milne meanwhile is 
planning caches along the 
Capt. Slaughter, navigator for the 
South Pole flight of Commander Rich- 
ard Byrd, left Winnipeg a short time 
ago for Omaha, Neb. 


New Grain Elevator 

The construction of a new grain 
elevator at Gadsby, Alberta, with a 
capacity of 40,000 bushels, has been 
begun by the Pionecr Grain Company. 
The building will be completed in 
time for handling this year’s crop.

| Astonishing Facts About Noise 


Even Loudest Produced By Small 
Expenditure Of Energy 


Many astonishing facts about noise 
were revealed by Dr. G. W. C. Kaye, 
| superintendent of the Physics De- 
partment, National Physical Labora- 
| tory, recently, in a discourse at the 
Royal Institution, in London. 

Explaining that noise was measured 
;by the “decibel” and that the com- 
plete range of auditory loudness, 
from the softest whisper to a sound 
so loud that it pains the ear, was cov- 
ered by about one hundred and thirty 
decibels, Dr. Kaye declared that: A 
lion roars as loudly as the Niagara 
Falls (eighty-five decibels). Twins 
crying together are only three decibels 
louder than one twin crying solo. New 
| York traffic noises, both in the street 
|and in the underground, are ten de- 
cibels louder than in London. A 
modern car is quieter than a horse 
vehicle on a paved strect. 

This is Dr. Kaye's list of the loud- 
est things known—acroplane engines 
(110 decibels), riveters, pneumatic 
road drillers, steamship sirens, and 
printing presses. As the result of 
recent research the noise in aeroplane 
cabins (80-110 decibels), he said, may 
soon be substantially reduced, possi- 
bly to that of an express train, by 
using propellers with lower tip speeds, 
providing more effective silencers, en- 
closing the engines, and building 
cabins with double walls containing a 
suitable filler. 

Dealing with the effect of noise on 
health, Dr. Kaye said that, while most 
individuals, particularly the hale and 
hearty, can accustom themselves to 
living or working in a noisy environ- 
ment, there can be little doubt that, 
in general, noise has a harmful ef- 
fect, even on those who are to all ap- 
pearances immune. The evil is em- 
phasized in the case of mental work- 
ers, young children, the fatigued, the 
nervous, and the sick. 

Even the loudest noises are pro- 
duced by an amazingly small expen- 
diture of energy. The speech power 
of a cup final football crowd of one 
hundred thousand people, all talking 
continuously and loudly, would only 
suffice, if converted into light, to keep 
a small electric bulb glowing through- 
out the game, or if converted into 
heat, to make a single cup of tea. 


Climbing Birds 


Rare Collection Of Specimens Of 
Feathered Creatures Brought 
To Washington 
A bird with “thumbs” on its wings, 
which, when only a few days old, can 
climb back into its nest if it falls 
out, is among the unusual types 
represented in the collection of more 
than 3,000 specimens of feathered 
creatures brought to Washington by 
Ernest G. Holt, who led the Brazil- 
Venezuela expedition of the National 
Geographic Society into little-known 

parts of northern South America. 
In addition to the odd climbing bird, 
the Hoatzin, the collection includes 
birds of gorgeous plumage, like the 
cock-of-the-rock, so called ‘most 
beautiful bird in the world,” tiny 
specimens with abnormally long bills, 
orioles that weave nests five feet long,

Supplies of Welsh and Scotch an- 
thracite coal landed at Montreal 
amounted to 110,526 tons, nearly 12,- 
}000 tons less than during the same 
month of last year. 

Total shipments of British anthra- 
cite to Montreal this season amount 
to 400,806, compared with 359,003 
tons to the end of July, 1930, an in- 
crease of 41,803 tons. British 
bituminous imports were smaller this 
year, amounting to 7,694 tons, com- 
pared with 21,151 tons in 1930. 

No Russian coal has arrived, as an 
embargo exists against it. Last year 
the Soyiet sent 87,857 tons up to the 
end of July. Germany has sent 15,- 
783 tons of hard coal this year.
